He plans on 
planting larger acreage for 
sweet corn next fall. Farmers 


who are raising field corn are 
very pleased with the progress 
being made by the crop, des- 
pite warm weather and the lack 
of refreshing rains. 

The new sugar cane crop 
plantings are coming on swell 
and the fields have seldon ap- 
peared better than at the pre- 
sent tim. Some of the cane is 
now averaging six feet tall. If 
disaster does not strike again 
this fall, the 1948-49 harvest 
should be a bumper one. 

The rush activities of the lo- 
cal packing plants is over, and 
only some special crop” ship- 
ments are being processed and 
shipped. Some corn and late 
beans are coming in on a de- 
creased volume. The season 
car shipment may reach the 
eight: thousand - mark by the 
time the last consignment goes 
out. Truckers are still coming 
in to pick up what vegetable 
cargoes obtainable. 

Most of the state markets ov- 
er the state have closed their 
séason activities, and móst of 
them report a very successful 
and profitable season for those 
clearing their products through 
those sources.

Johnny Tabit worked a num- 
ber of prisoners of war from the 
local camp and has received a 
letter from one of the boys 
who is now at home in Eabrize, 
Poland, in which he says, “Now 
I am nineteen months at home. 
It is not honey time here; I have 
to work hard for my familie 
and my earning of money is 
here to little for live. God in 
the Heaven he’ like us, He give 
us food and to smook. I like 
only cigarettes from the United 
States. Camel, Chesterfield, 
Raila (Rahleighs), and too more 
the very good pipe and cigar- 
ettes tobacko . . . only here I 
have nothing to smoke.” 

Evidently the boy has two 
checks for $14 from the Ameri- 
can Militarie PW Camps which 
have been pressed along with 
his pants, and “I cannot pay 
here", meaning they wont 
spend. 

Farther on in the letter he 
says, ^Do you do me a little pre- 
sent for mo or for my chlidren." 

He lists his family $% “wife 
Berta, forty and five years old, 
daughter, Wanda, fourteen 
years lod, son Waldo, eleven 
years old, and son Rudolf, ten 
years old.” He himself, “I am 
born 30-9-1901." 

His name is Bronistay .Fross, 
ul, Rataga 14, Poland, and he 
says, “he an electric welder.” 

His letter is written.in very 
legible script, and he compli- 
ments Florida for being “very 
good and rich.”

Visit Experiment 
Farm At Ruskin 
For Information 


The Dickman Farm, at Rus- 
kin, just outside of Tampa, has 
had more than passing interest 
to produce raisers and handlers, 
because of the special experi- 
ments being carried on there 
by the Federal and State Agri- 
culture Departments, and com- 
mercial interests, in the handl- 
ing, packing and shiprhent of 
perishable fruits, such as toma- 
toes, sweet corn and other 
commodities. 

Experiments are carried on 
[as to size of packing containers, 
the protection of fruit by cover- 
ing them with Pliofilm, a new 
cellophane type of covering, to 
prevent deterioating of fruit 
while in shipment and sale on 
market. This has proven a 
very successful protection, as 
vegetables can still get air, but 
| not moisture, and will keep pro- 
duce fresh from ten days to-two 
weeks without spoilage or loss 
of quality.
